Newspapers Cited 


The following concerning the j 
history of newspapers in Gustine 
is from The Tiger Growl, new j 
Gustine High School Bi-Weekly : 
paper : 
Numerous attem pts have been 
made to establish a local paper 
in Gustine. The first, “The Gus­ 
tine Tribune.” was published by 
the editor-publisher, John Adams. 
It was first printed under that 
name and later renamed “The 
Gustine Gazette.” 
R. E. Downey was among the 
early editors who published "The 
Gustine Gazette.” O. G. Campbell 
was next with “The Oustine G a­ 
zette.” Neither of these m« n stay­ 
ed here long. A renewal publica­ 
tion was begun about 
1920 by 
J. J. Gregg, also under the title, 
“The Oustine Gazette.” but the 
enterprise was a failure. 
J. A Gref r was hired in 1923. 
He first published “The Gustine 
Gazette” but later “The Gustine 
Tribune.” He had a good paper, 
but the s lary that ho drew was 
not enough to support him and 
his family. 
After Mr. Greer left, Mr. Asque 
from 
Ca riot on 
published 
“The 
Gustine Tribune.” Though a Gus­ 
tino publication he printed the 
paper in Carloton because the 
types had been shipped away. 
In 1931 G. W. Haggard publish­ 
ed “The Gustine Tribune,” print­ 
ing the paper in Comanche. It 
was

months. This was the last paper 
that was published in Gustine.

Some of the dis­ 
eases the speaker listed as being 
those most often appearing in 
schools included; scabies, eolds, 
diphtheria, chicken pox, small pox, 
infantigo, measles, and mumps. 
Of these, the eruptive fevers are 
the most serious but if proper 
precautions are taken none need 
ever become a serious menace, 
Dr. Gray averred.
